The earphones were connected 
to the camp’s broadcasting system, 
through which at intervals throughout 
the night a soothing voice gently sug- 
gested a better way of living: 
“Listen, my inner self,” the voice 
“pleaded, “remember and obey this 
creed of life: live relaxed, completely 
and utterly relaxed. . . Love God, my 
family, and others. . . Have faith. . . 
Face life without fear, be calm. . . 
Know myself and my faults. . . live 
without alcohol. . . I am truly happy. 
I give my life to my family, to my 
friends, and to the world. I am filled 
with love and compassion for all, so 
help me God.” 
_ The men, eager for anything that 
would bring a better life, willingly 
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the suggestions of faith and love and 
happiness. 

But their basic problem was no dif- 
ferent than that of thousands of others 
who have managed to live within the 
framework of the law of the land. The 
universal problem is a sinful heart. 
The suggestions of positive living may 
help all of us to “live better” for a 


time, but the real problem, the sinful 


nature, is not thereby solved; it will 
continue to assert itself and eventually 
destroy the individual. 

If it were possible for men to be- 
come new creatures with new desires 
merely through the power of sugges- 
tion, then Jesus Christ need never 
have come to the world to die. But 
sin is an ugly, evil, powerful force, 
driving men to destroy themselves 
and others. 

It is sin in the heart that drives men 
from one drink to the next — from 
opened their subconscious minds to 
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grudging to hatred to murder — and 
to a thousand other forms of evil. 


“What can wash away my sin?

In a fast changing economy such as 
that in our great district even the 
spiritual forces dare not remain st atic 
for long. To do so would only mean 
wed all be left behind. 

To our area have come from all 
states and abroad men and women of 
vision and burden who, joining their 
hearts and hands with those already 
here, have helped to develop a strong 
emphasis upon soul winning and 
church development. To all of these 
we shall be in some measure forever 
indebted. We thank God for them. 
However, the accomplishments of 
yesterday can never compensate for 
the demands of tomorrow. We must 
clearly dedicate ourselves anew to 
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the on-going demands of the church 
of tomorrow. 


Like housekeeping, there are many phases 
of district work that are less than romantic. 
One finds it necessary to so orient himself 
that he recognizes that steady plodding on 
in the duties that come daily is a part of 
the great service of the Master. 

Your District officers and department 
heads have sought loyally and faithfully to 
serve you in those respective areas to which 
you have called them. I am sincerely de- 
lighted to be associated with such a con- 
secrated group of fellow-workers. All of us 
covet a continuing interest in your daily 
prayers. 

The various boards and committees which 
you have chosen have done their work sin- 
cerely. Laymen and ministers alike have 
given of their time unstintedly. Some of 
the committees were given rather far-reach- 
ing tasks to perform. This has meant 
numerous meetings, in some cases much re- 
search, and in all cases much time spent. 
Having for the first time a number of lay- 
men on committees has necessitated hold- 
ing a great many committee meetings on 
Saturdays. Nevertheless, I have yet to hear 
a complaint from a pastor because he had 
to meet on a committee on so busy a day 
in his week. 

Home and Foreign Missions 

Our Home and Foreign Missions Com- 
mittees have become very active in their 
respective fields. Not only in policy but 
also in promotion they have done the fel- 
lowship a real service. Our Assistant Super- 
intendent’s report will clearly indicate the 
growth and development in both which has 
surely encouraged us all. May we never 
forget the Lord’s imperative “Go ye!” The 
necessities laid upon us both at home and 
abroad almost overwhelm us at times. We 
can, however, faithfully witness until He 
comes. And, we will cooperate with the ef- 
forts the District and General Councils pro- 
mote to build new congregations of born- 
again, Spirit-filled, victorious-living saints 
in every possible place in our District. 

Educational Board 

Your new Educational Board has had 
three meetings under the leadership of its 
able chairman, Rev. William E. Pickthorn. 
Thus far the most of its work has been ex- 
ploratory, but some of its findings have 
been of profit in our various educational 
fields. Their continuing work, we believe, 
will prove of great value to the fellowship. 

Re-organization Committee 

One of the busiest of all committees this 
past year has been your Special Committee 
on Re-organization which was set up by 
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resolution at the 1958 Council. Composed 
of representative laymen and ministers, this 
committee has been chaired by one of our} 
presbyters, Rev. J. R. Edgar. The able sec-. 
retary of the committee has been Rev. Rob- 
ert Pirtle who, incidentally, (with some 
help) published and mailed to you at’ 
Christmas time the results of the Commit- 
tee’s work. 

Formed originally to devise proper means 
for integrating a greater percentage of lay’ 
persons into the respective district commit- - 
tees, there was later committed to it the) 
responsibility of some amendments, adjust - 
ments, and editing of certain other additions : 
to our governing regulations. 


Finance Committee 

The last District Council established a. 
Finance Committee “to aid the District 
Officers in the field of finance. To co- 
ordinate the financial program of all de 
partments, and to prepare a unified budget. 
To provide and implement the procurement 
program for this budget.” This committee, 
ably led by its chairman, Rev. E. R. 
Scratch, has certainly rendered yeoman 
service. It held exploratory meetings in , 
which it examined records of the District, 
of churches, of departments, and of in- 
dividuals. It established pilot budgets for 
all headquarters departments for the year 
1958 and admonished us to stick to them. 
It helped to establish wage scales for em- 
ployees whose scales had not previously 
been set. It made up the budget for Beth- 
any Park’s 1958 camp. And it has now held 
a final hearing on the unified budget for 
the District offices and departments for 
1959 which has been reported to the Pres- 
bytery. 

To implement the procurement program 
for the budgets it called upon the chairman 
to write letters to all present and in-coming 
members of the District to judiciously out- 
line District financial policy as passed by 
previous District Councils. These letters 
met with varying reactions — but they 
worked! The end result, practically speak- 
ing, being an increase in tithes from our 
ministers of $10,480.04 over the previous 
year. The $73,806.86 received in 1958 ex- 
ceeded by $4,806.86 the rather optimistic 
anticipated income of $69,000.00 which the 
committee dared to hope for early in the 
year, but scarcely had faith to expect. This, 
I should say is what kept us from ending 
the year in the red even in a recession year 
and despite the fact that 63 of our cre- 
dentialed ministers contributed not one. 
cent. While we note these things with great ' 
joy we must advise no lessening in the con- 
tinued cooperation. Increasing fellowship 
responsibilities must foresee by faith an

ever increasing financial cooperation by our 
‘membership. 

In a day when more lay participation is 
being expected and welcomed may J draw 
‘the attention of our lay delegates especial- 
ly to a sometimes overlooked sub-section of 
Article XVI, Section 1. e. “Minister’s tithes, 
‘and freewill offerings from assemblies and 
individuals shall be transmitted to the Dis- 
‘trict Treasurer; and at least one offering or 
‘more a year shall be contributed by each 
assembly to help in the District work.” 
More lay participation presupposes at once 
‘more church cooperation in the regular sup- 
port of the District’s General Fund by our 
‘assemblies themselves. Thank you, breth- 
‘ren! We know and are certain “a word to 
the wise will be sufficient.” 

| Executive Officers 


You will recall that the Council Meeting 
in Richmond last year passed a resolution 
“that the number of Executive Officers be 
increased to include four pastors (Article 
X, Section 1). These four pastors shall be 
elected at large as Executive Officers from 
‘the constituency at the annual District 
‘Council by procedures outlined in our Dis- 
trict Council minute book.” The non-resi- 
‘dent Executive Officers elected were: Rev. 
‘Clyde A. Henson of Sacramento; Rev. L. 
W. Suter of Carmichael; Rev. R. J. Thur- 
‘mond of San Jose; and Rev. Oliver L. Foth 
‘of Oakland. These men have served faith- 
ally and with distinction. While there has, 
f course, been some extra cost attached to 
this service, their timely suggestions and ad- 
ice from mature experience have been in- 
valuable to us in carrying out the ever in- 
‘creasing obligations which are laid upon us.

Sunday School 


Our Sunday School Department ably led 
by its resourceful Director, Rev. David C.

Having just completed a repre- 
sentatives seminar held in conjunction with 
the C. A.’s our Director is pushing forward 
to the great General Council Regional Sun- 
day School Convention to be held in Stock- 
ton, April 28-30. 

As an adjunct to his department’s activi- 
ties, Brother Colbert has organized a 
Christian Teachers’ Fellowship for day 
school teachers who are Assemblies of God 
members. This has met with a really en- 
thusiastic response. Over 125 are now en- 
rolled as members. Local groups meet in 


various areas. An initial District-wide ses- 


sion was held at the District Office last 
July. We envision great possibilities for this 
group in many ways. 

An interesting corollary to this is that our 
National Educational Department has ap- 
pointed Brother Colbert as chairman of a 
committee seeking to establish a Christian 
Teachers’ Fellowship on the national level. 


Men’s Fellowship 


Starting as a strictly laymen’s organization 
(with ministerial cooperation) since last 
Council our District Men’s Fellowship has 
made truly ‘remarkable advances. With 
Walt Hanson providing inspiring leadership 
(ably abetted by Gunnar Sondeno and 
Lewis Hurst) a note of genuine spiritual 
emphasis has been injected into the or- 
ganization’s impetus. “Winning Men for 
Christ” has become not only their motto 
but also their very real objective. 

Lay men have now been appointed Di- 
rectors in all sections save one. A recent 
Men’s. Fellowship Seminar at Sacramento 
challenged these leaders to dedicate them- 
selves to the supreme task of soul winning.

There have been a number of new 
churches and parsonages built or completed 
in 1958.

We have again 
been afforded the joyful privilege of par- 
ticipating in dedications, reconsecrations, 
Aue opening services. All of this we have 
enjoyed to the with you brethren and 
sisters. Other new churches are awaiting 
now or are soon to be dedicated. Keep ’em 
going up fellows. It’s wonderful to be a 
part of a great movement! 

Spiritual Problems 

The most of what I have said before 
has dealt with the material problems 
and progress of our District Fellow- 
ship. May I now view with you some 
of our spiritual problems? 

In a sense as a Movement we are 
approaching a spiritual cross-roads. 
As we examine ourselves do we sense 
a lessening of the spirit of dedication 
to the task of winning men to Christ, 
and more of a spirit of “how can I 
win guaranteed security for myself?” 
Do we as laymen and ministers alike 
still thrill with that sense of “mission” 
which drove us relentlessly forward 
whether in the midst of friends or 
foes? A bit of retrospection and self- 
examination could be invaluable to us 
at times. Oh, may we never lose that 
passionate passion for souls, that love 
that loves until death, that fire that 
burns! 

In these days of moral bankruptcy, 
loss of a sense of principle, rejection 
of scriptural directives, the negation 
of truth, contempt for authority, and 
political anarchy we need to take an 
inventory of the pressure of these in- 
fluences on our church life. 
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In this regard we have noted an 
unusually large number of churches 
that have been rent by heart-breaking 
conflicts. Too many pastors have been 
voted out of their pastorates within 
the last six months — some because 
they failed by one or two votes to get 
the required 2/3 vote of those pres- 
ent for the re-election. A militant, 
often carnal, well-organized minority 
—sometimes professing profound spir- 
ituality — has succeeded in dismissing 
the pastor. Sometimes this is over a 
mere whim that his usefulness or ef- 
fictiveness has ceased. Sometimes it is 
on charges which can not be sub- 
stantiated. All too often it is because 
in the fear of God he has had to ex- 
ercise discipline against some unscrip- 
tural or unethical conduct on the part 
of a carnal but very influential mem- 
ber. Must we do obeisance to the 
gods of selfishness, lust, rebellion, and 
petty dictatorship in the local assem- 
bly in order to remain as pastors? 
Must we bow to the unsanctified 
whims of some local leadership or 
strategically placed clique in the 
church to retain our positions and get 
our salaries paid? Shall pastors be 
forced to give up their God-given 
leadership of the church under the 
Lord Jesus Christ so some local Diot- 
rephes can lord it over the church 
and the pastor? Too many a pastor has 
a sword of Damocles hanging over his 
head. No matter which way he turns 
he is in danger. 

Men whose ministry has been blest 
of God, who have by their spiritual 
leadership brought both spiritual and 
temporal prosperity to a church, have 
been unceremoniously attacked by 
some officious trouble maker in the 
church. 

Sometimes pastors or their wives 
have cracked under the pressures; or 
the burden has been so heavy they 
have resigned when they shouldn't 
have, to try to save a situation. If 
they've stayed on, the axe has been 
lowered on them. The carnal situation 
remains to plague the next man who 
comes to the pastorate. “My brethren, 
these things ought not so to be.” 

Is it not time that “judgment begin 
at the house of God” that “sinners and 
the ungodly” may “see where they 
shall appear?” 

There must ever be “the voice of 
one crying in the wilderness, ‘Make 
straight the way of the Lord’.” Temp- 
tation to deviations will arise on every 
side. We are called to hold the line 
against Satan and sin, recalling that 
“when the enemy shall come in like 
a flood, the Spirit of the Lord shall 
lift up a standard against him.” 
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In this connection let us be fenieal| 
ed of St. Paul’s admonition in I Tim. 
othy 5:17-21, 5 es! | 

“Let the elders that rule well be count 


worthy of double honour, especially the 
who labour in the word and doctrine.

ainst an elder receive not an accusa 
tion, but before two or three witnesses. | 
“Them that sin rebuke before all, that 
others also may fear. 

“I charge thee before God, and the Lo: 
Jesus Christ, and the elect angels, that thou: 
observe these things without piagatier on 
before another, doing nothing by partiality.” 

Exhortation | 

In turn, to my ministering brethre: 
I take the liberty of repeating St.: 
Paul’s charge as quoted in I Peter: 
5:1-4, “The elders which are among 
you I exhort, who am also an elder, 
and a witness of the sufferings of 
Christ, and also a partaker of the glory; 
that shall be revealed: 

“Feed the flock of God which is among 
you, taking the oversight thereof, not by 
constraint, but willingly; not for filthy lucre, ; 
but of a ready mind; 

“Neither as being lords over God’s heri- 
tage, but being ensamples to the flock. | 

“And when the chief Shepherd shall ap- 
pear, ye shall receive a crown of glory 
fadeth not away.” 

Let all of us be reminded of our 
proper healthy christian relationship 
to each other as stated in I Corinth- 
ians 8:9-11, 21-23, “For we are labour- 
ers together with God: ye are God’s 
husbandry, ye are God’s building. 

“According to the grace of God which 
is given unto me, as a wise masterbuilder, { 
have laid the foundation, and another build- 
eth thereon. But let every man take heed 
how he buildeth thereon. 

“For other foundation can no man lay 
than that is laid, which is jes Christ.” 

“Therefore let no man glory in men. For 
all things are yours; 

“Whether Paul, or Apollos, or Cephas, or 
the world, or life, or death, or things present, 
or things to come; all are yours; 

“And ye are Christ’s; and Christ is God’s.” 

Caution 

Just here may I sound a note of 
caution. There is a necessity for re- 
newed emphasis on “the things most 
assuredly believed amongst us.” One 
of our neighbor districts has a ques- 
tionnaire its men must answer annual- 
ly before their fellowship certificates 
are renewed. To the amazement of its 
District Officers, the question “Do 
you believe speaking with other ton- 
gues is the initial physical evidence: 
of the infilling of the Holy Ghost?”’ 
was answered by 14 or 15 either “No” ’ 
or “Not sure.” These indicate the dan- 
ger flag should be raised. True, that! 
is not many. But it is too many! It is: 
the indication that there is “death in 
the pot” for this great spiritual Move-. 
ment. We must give more, not less, . 
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yphasis 
Pentecostal experience. “Blow ye the 
pet in Zion, and sound an alarm 
my holy mountain.” Let it give forth 
uncertain sound. We must not be- 
y that testimony for which intrepid 
entecostal pioneers suffered want, 
ostracism, persecution, and even 
death. Ours it is to carry aloft this

Do You Know 


These Things About — 


Church Boards ? 


TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: 


I have been asked to make a state- 
ment concerning that which is gener- 
ally accepted amongst us as to the 
relationships of Church (Deacon) 
Boards to the church body and the 
pastor, respectively. Involved in this 
also are the considerations as to 
qualifications for Church (Deacon) 
Board members. 


First of all, it is generally accepted 
amongst us that such men should as 
nearly as possible conform to the 
Scriptures as found in I Tim. 38:8-18; 
Acts 6:3. 


Following this, while there is no 
published manual of complete instruc- 
tion concerning the qualifications and 
duties of Church (Deacon) Boards, 
there are several published statements 
from District and General Council 
official sources. I quote: “The Assem- 
bly board shall be mature men full 
of the Holy Spirit, whose faithfulness 
shall have been in evidence and whose 
lives shall conform to the above 
Scripture.” The Board of Deacons is 
chosen to assist the pastor. “It would 
be well to impress the Board of Dea- 
cons at the time of election that they 
have been chosen by the Assembly 
to serve, rather than to rule. While 
they are entrusted with the respon- 
sibility of handling the routine busi- 
ness of the church, all major matters 
affecting the church should be passed 
on to the congregation as recommen- 
dations, permitting the assembly to 
make its own decisions. This rule is 


.vital for the peace and harmony of 


the assembly life.” “If these principles 
are followed closely, in the fear of 
God, peace and harmony in the as- 
sembly life is assured.” 

It would seem to be good Christian 
practice for the brethren of the 
Church (Deacon) Board to be re- 


minded that they are to properly re- 
present the congregation which has 
elected them, rather than reflecting 
their own personal opinions. 

Good Christian practice would 
seem to dictate that unless brethren 
can take the time to serve the church 
well they should not permit their 
names to stand for election. 


To properly maintain a true feeling - 


with reference to the church life, 
Board members should be regular in 
attendance at the church services not 
only on the Lord’s Day but also in the 
mid-week. If a man finds he must 
habitually be absent from the services 
of the church it would be well for him 
to disqualify himself as a Board mem- 


ber in favor of a brother who can — 


faithfully serve. 


Loyalty to the church in moral and 
financial support should be a must. 


The giving of the tithe and offerings 
through the local church’s general 


fund is naturally expected. 

Church officers should consider it 
a privilege to serve the church. They 
should also gladly offer others the op- 
portunity to serve. One of the pub- 
lished recommendations of the Coun- 
cil is, “No member shall be eligible 
to succeed himself in office until there 
has been a lapse of one year’s time 
between terms of service.” In this 
sense all may serve, and “all may 
learn.” We feel this is a good policy 
for our churches and their Boards to 
follow. 

Happy is the church whose pastor 
and Board members respect each 
others opinions and prayerfully work 
together to promote the cause of 
Christ and the program of their 
church in its field.

Likewise, Church Extension Plan 
offers real advantages to the subscrib- 
er; namely, 

1. It makes it possible for the sub- 
scriber to help his church with its 
building needs to an extent that he 
might not otherwise be able to do. 
This materially strengthens the credit 
position of the church and makes it 
possible for it to finance its building 
project at low cost. 

2. The subscription becomes a sav- 
ings account and it encourages sav- 
ings, therefore, an investment. 

3. The terms of the subscription 
note provide that the payment be ac- 
celerated in case of prior death, thus 
including the principle of protection. 

4, Based on the payments made on 
the subscription note, 10% per annum 
interest is added to the total payments 
until it reaches a maximum of 150% 
of the amount of the note. A contract 
is issued for this 150%. 

5. After the value has been built up 
to the 150% of the face of the note, it 
affords protection throughout the life 
of the contract and is payable at ma- 
turity at 150% of the amount of the 
subscription note. 

6. While the subscription is not in- 
surance and should not be construed 
as such, yet because of the provision 
of accelerated repayment due to 
prior death, it affords protection and 
is in that respect equivalent in value 
to life insurance and its value should 


be considered in this light.
